FAILT-YE COMMISSION ? 

Dear Sir : 

I am afraid that Mr. Kenmedy's confidence in my 
ability to understand the true purpose of the Commission 
on the "Failt-Ye Times'' is misplaced because after his 
explanation I cannot see any purpose of the Commission 
at all. If it has been as stated in the letter to the editor in 
the February 28 edition of the "Failt-Ye Times", then 
there was no reason to appoint this Commission. The 
Student's Council should have asked Mr. Armstrong to 
follow the legal way in presenting his proposals, i. e. via 
Publications executive. It may have been desirable for Mr. 
Armstrong to avoid the executive but the only legal way, 
according to the present constitutions, led via this body. 
In accepting Mr. Armstronji:'s proposals as they were pre- 
sented and, what is inj|^^^appoint inu him,"

If Students' Council does not agree with the constitu- 
tions, it can change them the legal way, but violation of 
the present constitutions cannot be justified by any means. 

On the other hand, if Students' Council considers Mr. 
Armstrong's suggestions important enough to appoint a 
Commission for investigation of the possibilities of reali- 
zation, I maintain that it should have appointed members 
of the student body, with the required capabilities, while 
Mr. Armstrong could have been appointed advisor to the 
Commission. In this way, the talent and knowledge of Mr. 
Armstrong would not have been wasted, and Students' 
Council would have dealt according to the constitutions. 

Concerning the proposed changes, I only can agree 
with (3) Greater privileges to be accorded to reporters 
and (4) Professional training of Failt-Ye Staff members, 
while (2) An honorarium for the editor, requires further 
consideration. (1) Constitutional changes, so that the 
Editor be responsible to S.C. is very dangerous indeed for 
the independence of the paper and (5) Paid advertisements 
for campus organizations is sheer nonsense. The "Failt-Ye 
Times" is a College paper and receives many of its articles 
from members of the student body, many of whom parti- 
cipate in these organizations. 

In a personal discussion on the matter with the ap- 
pointed head of the Commission, I was told that a third 
member still has to be appointed, while the Commission 
report is due on March 7th. In my opinion this means 
short notice for this person if he is ever to be appointed. 
Perhaps a Commission of 2 real and one imaginary person, 
who, if he became real, might cause some difficulties, is 
favoured by chairman and Students' Council, but 
solutions hardly ever provide the best results. 

In a former letter, Mr. Kennedy named the members 
of Students' Council, young . and aspiring politicians. I 
hope he realizes that even young and aspiring politicians 
should have a basic knowledge of politics, and at least act 
according to the rules they nave accepted themselves.

FAIIT-YE CONTROVERSY AGAIN 



In recent weeks there has been much heated debate 
thiH camDUs relating to the Students' Representative 
Council and the publication of the "Failt-Ye Times" One 
ofX major bones of contention with the S.R.C has been 
its Kremlin like unwillingness to keep the student body in- 
formed on certain important issues. The resignation of the 
Secretary of the Council is a blatant example of this, and 
despite questions at the public meeting reasons have still 
not been presented. Their second major mistake of recent 
origin is the setting of a committee to investigate methods 
of improving the "Failt-Ye Times" without sounding out 
Campus feeling on the issue. In my opinion it is this sort 
of slackness which is a major factor in developing the sup- 
porting student activities because for a large part they 
don't know what is going on. i x j * ^ + 

I believe much of the trouble is related to features 
of the students' constitution. Starting with the S.R.C. 
itself I suggest (and many people agree with me) that the 
present system of voting the Council Members is a wash- 
out. As things stand at present, the poor individual on 
this Campus is expected to elect someone into office who 
isn't even a member of his own faculty. The sort of 
thing that results is that a post-grad for example must 
vote for one of two or three Home Ecs. whom he has 
probably never even seen before, and in return, once duly 
elected, the Home Ec. representative is expected to repre- 
sent the post-grads on the Council! This is a farce and 
an insult to student intelligence (except perhaps S.R.C. 
members). The result is that people in doubt (and believe 
me there is plenty of it) tend to elect the person with the 
prettiest anatomy — something on the lines of a Beauty 
Queen Carnival. I suggest that this part of the constitution 
be changed so that each faculty votes on its own member 
alone, so that this person will then be a true representa- 
tive of his faculty. This system would tend to counteract 
the formation of cliques of 'yes men' in the Council, and 
bring our svstem into line with democratic principles. 

The second point I'd like to mention relates to the 
Failt-Ye Constitution. Quite naturally, from time to time 
an Editor gets appointed who cannot full his post satis- 
factorily — either due to lack of interest or lack of ability 
As things stand at the present time such an individual 
may continue in office the whole of his term, bringing 
down the standard of the new.spaper with him. I sugge.st 
that the Editor is responsible to Council regarding paper s 
quality (not contents), and that Council be given the 
power to remove him from office on the recommandation 
of the majority at a General Meeting at which the student 
Afcedy-^permktwi t»-^(«estion the Editor, This system 
would keep the standard of the paper high, but keep the 
newspaper out of the clutches of the S.R.C. meetings. 
This would have the much needed effect of keeping 
the student body continuously informed on all issues 
debated and keep the S.R.C. on its toes. 

As for the suggestion that an honorarium be given 
to the Editor, I suggest that Council think again ! It's only 
one step from there to the situation where all S.R.C. 
members are on the pay-roll — or pei'haps that is what 
they want?

to the FLQ. 

Countries used to have 
national armies to battle 
each other of serious dis- 
putes arose between them.
